death sentence was commuted Tues­ 
day by the state board of pardons, 
the action setting aside the* w arrant 
of Governor Pi ne hot for his electro­ 
cution. which was scheduled for next 
Monday. 
The ease of the Schuylkill boy a t­ 
tracted nation-wide attention. 
Over­ 
grown and underdeveloped mentally, 
he has stoical y accepted his fate from 
the start, and his attitude created 
sym pathy among m any persons who 
contended that if Loeb and Leopold, 
m entally alert, could escape execution, 
the Cavalier boy’s life 
should 
be 
spared. 
The board and Governor 
Pinchot 
were deluged with petitions signed by 
thousands of persons and by letters 
from ail parts of the United States 
asking for clemency. 
Cavalier, whose real name is Wil­ 
liam C. Yost, 
was 
reared- by his 
grandmother, from the time he "was 7 
weeks old. 
His fath er and mother 
separated, his m other rem arrying lat­ 
er. 
The murder of the grandmother 
was brutal, the boy sending many 
shots into her body. 
The crime was 
committed to obtain money for a mo- 
tion-picture show.

The clothes were] 
identified as “sim ilar” to those worn 
by Fleming when last seen by Mr. and 
Mrs. IL A. Allen, neighboring farm ­ 
ers. 
Dr. W arren C. 
Hunter, Portland, 
physician and associate professor in 
the departm ent of pathology in the 
University of Oregon medical school, 
testified as to the autopsy he per­ 
formed on the body last August 
Dr. H unter said that the head had 
been cut off from the body by a sharp 
instrum ent from frort to rem*.

Friends and Foes of Prohibition 
in Harrisburg to Discuss 
Enforcement Measures. 


Harrisburg, Jan. 27.—Friends and 
foes of prohibition are here today for 
the public hearing before the Senate 
and House Law and Order Committees 
on prohibition enforcement measures 
pending in the Legislature. 
Five bills on the subject, one of the 
eight included in Governor Pinchot’s 
call for 
the extraordinary 
session, 
are before 
the 
Legislature. 
Two 
sponsored by the administration have 
as their objects the drying up of al­ 
leged wet spot#. 
One of the other 
two 
would 
make 
Pennsylvania 
an 
oasis by permitting manufacture and 
sale of 3.75 per 
cent 
beer, another 
would wipe out all existing prohibi­ 
tion laws, placing enforcement solely 
with the Federaf authorities, and an­ 
other would permit home manufacture 
of wine. 
Inspect Breweries 
The administration bills would per­ 
mit inspection of breweries and dis­ 
tilleries by giving the state additional 
supervisory powers through creation 
of an alcohol permit board. 
Persons 
manufacturing, developing or storing 
cereal beverages and alcoholic liquors 
would come within the supervision of 
the acts and would be required to ob­ 
tain permits at a fee of $100 annually. 
Permittees’ places of business would 
be open to official 
inspection at all 
times and power of revoking licenses 
would rest with the board, although 
appeal from their decisions would be 
granted. The bills do not affect phy­ 
sicians, druggists, food manufacturers, 
legitimate 
makers 
of 
proprietary 
medicines or flavoring extracts. 
The 
bills were the composite idea of the 
administration, Governor Pinchot and 
representatives of various organiza­ 
tions working under the name of the 
"united dry” committee. 
Opposed to the administration en* 
foreement 
measures 
is the 
bill of 
Senator Schantz, Lehigh, wiping out 
all state enforcement legislation and j 
placing the 
responsibility, 
for 
this. 
work 
on 
the 
Federal 
authorities.! 
Among the laws which this act would 
abolish is the 
Pinchot 
enforcement 
measure of 1923 known as the S ny-1 
der-Armstrong act. 
Legalize Beer 
The other measures 
to 
liberalize 
present 
enforcement 
laws 
are bills 
that would 
legalize 
the 
sale and 
manufacture of 3.75 per cent beer 
and the manufacture and use of cider 
and fruit juices in private dwellings, j 
The 3.75 beer 
measure was 
intro­ 
duced in the House by Representative 
Stavitski, Luzerne. It would give the 
court of quarter 
sessions 
in each 
county 
authority to 
grant licenses 
for the sale or manufacture of beer.' 
However, stores in which groceries 
are being sold would be excluded from 
those able to secure licenses. 
Viola­ 
tion of the bill would result in a fine 
of not more than $5,000 or imprison­ 
ment for more than a year, or both.
